Screaming at Demons

ernorthcoastjounal cam 


forking in Old Town Eu- 
reka, we see California's 
mental health crisis play 
cout dally: the unshaven 
rman draped in a wet blan- 
ket, standing on a street corner talking to 
himself; the woman with disheveled hair 
polling a rolling suitcase and screaming 
a guttural cry so blood-curdling you'd 
‘swear she was being stabbed to death 
the man who sits in Clarke Plaza, smoking 
cigarettes and warning that the CIA is 
keeping tabs on hie. 

‘As this week’ cover story attests, this 
Isa statewide issue, though its visible in 
just about every town and every neigh- 
bothaed in Humboldt County. The web 
of causes is complex and tangled. but it’s 
clear California isin the midst af a mental 
health crisis, one that intertwines with a 
drug epidemic and pervasive hameless- 
ness. The three isues are often interwo- 
ven, their root causes difficult to discern 
from symptoms. 

‘What this week's cover story (‘Break- 
down,” page land local news piece 
(Heartbreaking.” page 8) make clear is 
that the criminal Justice system i ll too 
often where these isues come to a head. 
‘And that’s generally the absolute wrong, 
place, as it means a person's mental 
health and substance abuse have reached 
a crisis point. Often, they have victimized 
anather member of our community. 

We wauld all benefit greatly fram 
mare robust early intervention at every 
level. That means mare counselors in 
lotal schools, ready to work with children 
with emational and mental health chal- 
lenges and keep them engaged in the ed- 
LUcation system. It means more in-patient 
treatment beds and options for people 
with severe mental iless, (Semper 
Viens is only a stabilization uni, meant 
to elther hand people aff to outpatient 
care of transfer them to a long-term 
treatment facility, where beds are scarce) 


It would mean better drug treatment op- 
tions, including in-patient care, and a bet- 
ter erisis intervention madel —- someone 
besides an armed officer that families and 
community members could eall when a 
loved one is spiraling into crisis, 

But these things cost money. Lats of it 
Until we as alocal community and a state 
prioritize creating that robust system, we 
Won't see a substantive change. We might 
sand off some of the rough edges — as 
local law enforcement and the public 
defenders office ae trying to da with 
additional eisis intervention training 
and the incorporation of counselars into 
regular operations — but our streets, 
greenbelts and jail ill remain filled with 
the mentally il 

We believe there's a moral imperative 
to-care for the ill among us. There i 
simply no way we ean look at that man 
with the wet blanket or the woman with 
the rolling suitease and not see a tortured 
existence. (And before you go there, f 
someone chooses a life in Humboldt 
County's wind and rain living off what- 
lever they can scrounge, we belleve un- 
derlying mental health isues guide that 
choice. Afterall, most of us prioritize 
stability, comfort and safety) 

Buti you shrug at people with mental 
illness, thinking they/re not your problem, 
youte also wrong. Mental health and sub- 
stance abuse have come to daminate our 
Criminal justice system. Not only does 
that create a tral of victims that could 
cone day lead to someone you love but it 
also saps resources. Make no mistake, the 
current model is expensive. And its ripple 
effects reach the rest of the community: 
spent syringes littered around town, trash 
In our green belts, blight in our business 
districts and officers who are increasing 
ly asked to do mare and putin greater 
jeopardy. 

So we urge you to contact your 
council members and supervisors to insist 


that this become a priarty, Write to state 
representatives — Assemblymember jim 
Wood and Sen. Mike McGuire — and 
demand they find solutions at the state 
level, where California has a budget 
surplus of more than $20 bilan. And call 
‘our federal elected officals —Represen- 
tative Jared Huffman and senators Kamala 
Harris and Dianne Feinstein. A place to 
start might be demanding a health care 
system that provides forall and prioriie- 
‘es mental health care. And work locally 
to find solutions, even with a single 
person in your orbit. One thing we know 
for certain is we can't make a difference 
if we dont try. Perhaps most importantly, 
itmay mean being willing to pay fees and 
higher taxes fora healthier community. 

(Or. of course, you can do nothing. You 
‘can keep minding your awn, grumbling 
conline about “tweekers” and “crazies” 
‘You can refuse to pay one more penny to 
help those in need. You can dehumanize 
your neighbors and blame them far the 
plight you see in your community, wan 
dering why someone doesn't just force 
them out of town to become someone 
else's “problem: 

This option, however. is the equivalent 
of standing an an Old Town street corner, 
screaming at demons that don't exist and 
expecting it to change the warld

‘Heartbreaking’ 


With more mentally ill people 


entering the crimina! 
officials scramble for

he population of mentally ill 
inmates in the Humboldt County 
jallhas grown sa quickly the 
sheriff has modified plans for 
an expansion project to include 

‘a program designed to treat defendants 

ruled mentally incompetent to stand tril 

Mirroring a statewide tend, local 
officials say they have seen a sharp in- 
crease in the percentage of local criminal 
defendants with mental ilness, something 
Humboldt County Public Defender Marek 
Reavis estimates up to 50 percent of his 
office's clients suffer from, along with a 
significant portion wha are alse struggling 
With substance abuse issues, The impact 
fon the court, the jall and the state mental 
hospital system has been significant. 

‘According to Humboldt County District 
Attorney Maggle Fleming, 0 local de 
fendants claimed they were incompetent 
to stand tril in 2014, meaning they were 
Unable to understand the nature and con- 
sequences of the legal proceeding against 
them, or to assist properly in theie own de 
fense. That number has risen steadily, she 
sad, with 223 defendants making the claim 
In 2017, the last year for which camplete 
data is available 

‘And, Humboldt County is hardly alone 
Nearly one-third of California inmates 
have documented serious mental lnesses, 
according to the California Departiment 
fof Corrections and Rehablitations (Read 
‘more on the state's mental health crisis 
and its impacts on the eriminal justice sys- 
tem in this week’ caver story ‘Breakdown’ 
fon page Tl) 

Defendants whose claims are upheld by 
the court need to be sent toa restorative 
‘mental health treatment program — either 
ina state hospital or a county jail. Once 
they are deemed “competent,” meaning 
they understand the nature and stakes of 
their court case, and can help their attor 
ney mount a defense, they are returned to 
Humboldt County to stand tra 

Complicating matters isthe fact that 
there are not enough treatment beds in 
the state. According to the Humboldt 


justice system, 
solutions 


County Sheriff's Office, on the night of 
Feb. B, the jail was housing nine people 
deemed incompetent to stand tial who 
Were awaiting transfer to a treatment 
program and another four who were in the 
‘midst of proceedings ta determine their 
competency Sherif Willam Honsal said 
there have been times when 20 or more 
people already deemed incompetent have 
been in the jail awaiting transfers, noting 
that it can sometimes take a defendant 
Up to six months to be transferred to a 
treatment faclity due to the lack of beds 
statewide 

This can have a substan- 
tial impact on bath the jail 
Which has a capacity of 417 
inmates at any given time, 
and the defendants, who 
‘may have mental conditions 
that deteriorate in the jail 

Hensal said his office 
works with the county 
Department of Health and 
Human Services, which has 
three to five mental health 
clinicians in the faclity 
con weekdays and others 
available on-call after hour 
and is also exploring the 
possiblity of contracting 
with a private company to 
provide mental health care 
inthe facity. The bettomn 
line, Honsl sid sthe jal as currently con 
structed isn't an optimal place to provide 
therapeutic treatment to the mentally ill 

‘We cannot tat people with mental 
health isues the same as someone in 
custody on a violent charge” he said. "We 
have to teat ther differently from other 
inmates... Our correctional deputies are 
trained in (crisis intervention training) and 
they do get components of mental health 
training, but they are not mental health 
clinicians 

Hensal said that the majority of defen 
dants deemed incompetent to stand tial 
are either sent to Napa State Hospital or 


to the Sacramento County jl, which has

{ts own jait-based competency restoration 
program that was started because of the 
long waits to have defendants placed in 
state hospitals. But that will soon change. 

Honsal said the state has recognized 
that there is such a need in Humbaldt 
County that it has agreed to reimburse the 
sheriffs office for the cost of cunning @ 
six-bed competency restoration program 
‘nthe jal when it expanded. (The expan- 
son project i slated to begin in May) 

But competency to stand trial is only 
the tip of the mental health problem in the 
cciminal justice system locally, officals said, 

adding that there needs to 
bbe an increased effort to get 
people treatment before 
they reach a criss point and 
enter the system. 

Reavis said he's been 
pleased with the strong 
push by local law enforce 
‘ment to train frontline 
personnel in crisis de-esca- 
lation techniques and create 
2 crisis intervention team to 
specially deal with mental 
health emergencies, as well 
as Eureka police’s ongoing 
partnership with DHHS on 
the Mabil intervention 
and Services Team. Plus, 
he said his office has been 
working with DHHS to bring 
social workers in to “assist clients with the 
tools, information and resources including 
‘mental health guidance, they need” to 
decrease contacts with law enforcement. 

"There's more need, of course, and 
cant tell you what the answers ate, but the 
Jas and prisons have become the largest 
providers of mental health treatment in 
the country and that's a two steps forward 
and three steps backward solution, Reavis 
‘ald 

Fleming doesn't disagree, though she 
says her office has to put public safety 
fist. 

Everyone benefits when someone's 
improved mental heath reduces criminal 
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Incompetent to stand trial in Humboldt County 


The number af cases in which defendants have claimed ta be incompetent 
to stand trial either personaly or through thei attorney: 
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activity. she said. “Our office pursues 
‘mental health treatment fo all defendants 
that experts conclude would benefit fram 
it. However, we also always seek custo 

dy of people with a history of violence. 
People with mental health issues who 
represent a clear risk to the public should 
receive treatment in locked facility, such 
ass state hospital 

State hospitals triage patient intake, 
‘meaning they fist admit thase with the 
most die need ar who pave the largest 
threats to public safety. This leaves lots of 
non-violent offenders facing lengthy waits 
for treatment. 

Honsal sad its a great frusteation for jail 
staff to see people brought into custody, 
clearly in the midst of a mental health cri- 
sis, who then stabilize while in the facility 
and on medication, only to deteriorate 
shortly after being discharged, starting the 
cycle over again. While Honeal said the 
jail works with county mental health to 
facilitate smooth transitions and contiau- 
ity of treatment, it appears that for some 
— especially the homeless — finding the 
stabilty to maintain medication and treat- 
‘ment regimens is elusive. 

“It is heartbreaking." Honal sid “I really 
don't know what the answers are in this 
but! think as a state and a county, we 
need to come up with a plan because the 
need is growing.

‘The challenges are similar with misde- 
‘meanor defendants, who generally aren't 
held in custody pending tial even when 
deemed incompetent ta stand tral and 
are discharged to an out-patient treatment 
program. For many, this is fe with pitfalls 
‘sits dificult for even robust outpatient 
programs to provide the stability and 
‘oversight many defendants need to lear 
to live with mental illness 

“I think the best outeame fer many 
misdemeanor defendants mentally ineom- 
petent to stand trial would be treatment in 
a state hospital, but the reality is we have 
avery difficult time even getting mentally 
Incompetent felons into state hospitals 
because of the shortage of facilities” 
Fleming sal, "Clearly the criminal justice 
system would beneft from more resources 
to evaluate and treat people with mental 
ness 

Uttimately, Reavis said, this is much 
‘more than a criminal justice sue 

‘The topic is huge and the problem is 
growing he said. “It requires that govern- 
‘ment and citizens recognize that we have

ground zero in the state’s mental health crisis

ceffrey Jurgens stood ina cage in an 
‘orange jumpsuit, screaming that 
he was Jesus Christ. From her seat 


in the Sacramento courtroom, his 
mether watched through tears 

Joanna Jurgens knew how important it 
was for the district attomey prosecuting 
Jeffrey for stealing a car — and the judge 
deciding his fate — to see the extent 
lof her son illness, but it was torture to 
wateh. 

For years, she had begged judges to 
steer Jeffrey, who has schizoaffective 
disorder, nto long-term treatment. She 
worried he wauld get hurt. She feared he 
could hurt someane else. 

Joanna, 56, knew Jeffrey, who was 22 
at the time of that 2014 hearing, did not 
belong behind bars, But after struggling 
to stabilize him through teeatment in the 
community, she'd become convinced the 
criminal justice system was her last hope. 

‘These days. the main path to treatment 
ata state psychiatric hospital is through 
Jall However controversial those state 
hospitals may be, many families conclude 
they are the best option for their loved 

‘That isa sad state of affairs in our 
society, that only when you get locked 
Lp does it become a priority to get you 
treatment,” said Los Angeles District At- 
tomey Jackie Lacey, who said she’s heard 
many parents describe similar feelings of 
desperation 

Perhaps nowhere is Californias mental 
health crisis more evident than in its 
criminal justice system. After decades of 
failure to create and fund policies that 
effectively help people with serious men- 


tal illnesses, many now say the jails and 
prisons have become the state's default 
‘mental institutions, 

Clase toa thie of Californias in 
mates have a documented serious 
‘mentalillness, according to the California 
Department of Corrections and Rehabil 
itation 

‘Were going to end up with an near 

ceration system that’s mainly dealing with 
people that have serious mental health 
problems” said Democratic Sen Jim Beall. 
fof San Jose. “Its our awn fault, in away, 
for nat having a good mental health 
system 

In the past five years, the number of 
people in California whe were deemed 
Incompetent to stand tral after arrest — 
and ordered sent to state hospitals for 
treatment — increased by 60 percent, 
state figures show. Judges make such 
referrals when dactors determine that 
defendants are unable to understand 
legal proceedings or cooperate with their 
attorneys — the goal generally being that 
they get stabllzed and then return to 
stand tral 

Often this leaves people who need 
‘mental health treatment stuck in county 
falls Inmates in Jeffrey’ condition can wait 
In limba for months, or even years, before 
being sent to a state hospital 

Five years ago, an average of 343 
Inmates with mental illness were awaiting 
placement. Last year, that number shat up 
to B19 

“The increasing number af people in- 
competent to stand trial may also reflect 
changing atitudes among public defend- 
ers, who naw see questioning someone's

competency as an avenue to a more ther- 
apeutic environment, said David Meyer, 
professor with the University of Southern 
California institute of Psychiatry. Law and 
Behavioral Science. Forty years ago, "we 
would never, ever refer somebody for 
incompetency proceedings if we could in 
any way get away with it” he said. "People 
would be incarcerated for mental health 
treatment at a state hospital for a longer 
time than they would serve if they simply 
pled guilty 

‘One major reason for the growing 
waits that, while the number af state 
hospital beds has increased, it has not 


kept pace with the need. State hospitals 
‘now have mare than 6 200 beds —a sig- 
nificant portion of which ate reserved for 
cother needs. In recent years the state has 
added about 700 hospital and "jall-based 
‘competency restoration’ beds 

‘Afew decades ago, fewer than half 
of state hospital patients came from the 
criminal justice system, Today, more than.

randi Easter ia talish, strong. 
woman with shades of mer- 
‘maid-green hair hiding along her 
shoulders, As most competitive 
spearfuhers do, she has a day job, 
She's a commercial photographer, On the 
table in her studio where we met was a 
bevy of Lacey’ Cookies, her latest project. 
She's been sprinting around all week 
trying to get her ducks ina row because 
she's headed to New Zealand for the 2019 
Freshwater Worlds compatition. She and 
her partner, longtime friendly rival Anne 
Doherty, are competing as the Catfish 
CCazadoras (meaning “hunters” or “slayers") 
— the US! No. lranked women's team 

Bom in Orange, California, Easter 
‘moved to Humboldt County in 1993. Shetd 
been a bit of a water dog her whole fe, 
getting her scuba diving certification in 
1987, But it wasn't until she moved here 
that she shed her tank: Friends would 
spearfish, and | would always point them 
towards the fish, saying, ‘Go over there! 
Go over there!” Easter said, 

But her time as an unofficial spotter 
\was short-lived. "I got introduced to ab- 
alone diving and you had to free dive for 
them” About a year later, n'94 she joined 
Humbolat Skin Diver (chartered in 1956, 
itis one of the oldest, continually-running 
dive clubs in the state) and began spear 
fishing. 

Spearfishing isan ancient and ubiqui- 
tous practice. With spear or speargun in 
hand, and aften with the aid of breathing 
tanks oF snorkels (though Easter freedives, 

ung powered’ as she calli), fishermen 
dive and hunt fish with the ultimate aim 
of impaling a fish. Easter’ arsenal includes 
dozen spear guns and a pair of pole 
‘spears, which launch the deceptively 
simple looking spear with a band the diver 
stretches and releases along the length of 
the pole. What she uses depends on the 
competition and where and what she's 
hunting. In New Zealand, she and Doherty 
will be sharing a carbon pole spear for 
their two days of sichour catfish hunts 
between Sand 40 feet below the surface. 


Humboldt Skin Divers falls 
Under the auspices of the Central 
California Council of Dive Clubs, 
also known as CenCal. CenCat 
oversees three different sports 
fin swimming, spearfshing and 
Underwater hockey — which 

are all exactly what they sound 
like. "So thought, ‘Well, that’ 
interesting, Im going to see what 
these spearfishing competitions 
are” Easter said. So, in 1997, she 
went down and participated. She 
speared one fish. “And it was the 
conly legal fish out of all the women, and 
won! And thought, ‘Wel this is too 
easy," she quipped 

Easter talks about herself with a casual 
matter-of-fact confidence. As wel she 
should, She’ a mult-time national cham- 
pon, one half of the top ranked women’s 
team in the nation, was a member of the 
first Women’s Team USA far the world 
championships in Chile (2004, third place) 
and holds scores of individual wins. If 
anything, she's quite humble — just abit 
fof a trash talker. And when youve been 
dominant for as lang as she has, you can 
say whatever you want, relly. 

‘When she ist began spearfishing, there 
were na sanctioned warld competitions 
for women, The international governing 
body of spearfishing the Confederation 
Mondiale des Activités Subaquatiques 
(CMAS), held only men’s events. After 
her one-fish vietory in '97, her eyes were 
opened. "Then I learned that every two 
years, the men go on a world level with 
CCMAS, under the Olympic Committee, 
Easter said. Though men’s worlds had gone 
fon for neatly 50 years, there was na wom- 
eis division, "But the carrot was there, 
she continued. “So | competed religiously 
torrank myself within the [CenCal] council 
soll could represent the United States 
When the opportunity came" And in 2004, 
that opportunity manifested. It was not 
sanctioned by CMAS but, “due to the 
tenacity of the Chilean women, we had 
a World Cup" Easter said, a toothy smile

Easter has a funny way of talking about 
the ocean. To hear her tell it, youd think 
theyd have been married for years —at 
the very least longtime intimate friends, 
When I asked if shed been diving much in 
preparation for worlds, she replied, "Right 
‘now, nota lat because the acean's been 
Upside down” | asked what she meant 

‘So, when its really lat, calm and glassy, 
{ts got a undulation under the surface | 
cal that asensual ocean’ And then It gets 
to the point where its an Ocean Appreci- 
ation Day, where its dangerous to go in so 
you keep your distance, And thats where 
‘we've been at fora while” she said. Having 
spent so much of the past 20 years in and 
focused on the ocean, developing a rela- 
tionship with it makes sense. To know its 
‘quirks and subtleties and peeves. To know 
when it just wants to be left alone. 

When the Pacific is uncooperative, 
Easter uses spearfishing as the campass 
by which she travels. “Most of my dive 
buddies live out of the area now . s0 
Wwe meet in the middle and we go dive. 
Sometimes isa day trip, sometimes is 
‘a weekend which is great because we can 
cdo camping, swap stories” Some of her 
favorite spots, though, are on the West 
(Coast. Trinidad, Shelter Cove and Fort 
‘Bragg are usual haunts for Easter So the 
next time youte out there, if you see a 
lone woman haf a mile affshore dipping 
beneath the water for minutes ata tine, it 
‘might be Brandi Easter. @
